Black Board 
Members’ Views 


Differ On MHSC 


Three of the Black board 
members of the little 
known organization, the 
Metropolitan Human Servi- 
ces Commission (MHSC), 
have generally positive but 
differing points of view of 
that organization's path 
and its future. 

MHSC was established 
to assist the community in 
the development of a coor- 
dinated, community-wide 
human services delivery 
system. The creation of the 
Commission was the result 
of a study of how human 
services afe planned, 
financed, and delivered to 
the of Columbus 
and Franklin County. 

The study was con- 
ducted by the Citizens’ 
Committee for Human Ser- 
vices (CCHS), whose 
membership included 
some of the best organizers 
and most influential indi- 
viduals in Columbus. 
Financed with a one year 
grant of $200,000 from the 

ite Memorial Institute 
Foundation, CCHS worked 
to develop a concept and a 
set of goals and objectives 
for an organization that 
would eventually be known 
as MHSC. In 1977, CCHS 
gave birth to MHSC, a pub- 
lic/private venture to assist 
in human services develop- 
ment, planning and deliv- 
ery. Following completion 
of the study, the Citizens’ 
Committee was disbanded. 

MHSC is financed prim- 
arily by the city and county 
governments and the Uni- 
ted Way of Franklin 
County. MHSC is made-up 
of 17 members, including 
representatives of three 
major funding sources, the 
Franklin County Mental 
Health and Mental Retar- 
dation Board, CMACAO, 
private foundations, busi- 
ness, labor and other seg- 
ments of the community. 

Of the 17 members, five 
are Black. They include 
Mildred Chavous, L.T. Dil- 
lard 11, Ron Poole, Curtis 
Richardson and Shirley 
Smith. The perceptions of 
the Commission by three 
Black members are mixed. 

The Commission wants 
to involve citizen participa- 
tion in its process of plan- 
ning and coordinating 
human services. Commun- 
ity Representative Shirley 
Smith expressed concern 
about being able to provide 
broad based community 
input into the Commission. 

“One of the things I've 
been disappointed in is 
very few black social agen- 
cies have given me any 
kind of input to bring to the 
Commission. | don't really 
know their feelings as to 
whether the Commission is 
having any effect on their 
social services. The kinds 
of decision that I'm asked 
to decide upon have a total 
community impect and | 
need to have a broader 
base on which | draw my 
input from,” she said. 

Ms. Smith, a coordinator 
for the Welfare. Rights 


~ Organization, explained 


Program, which identifies 
new funding sources for 
human services and helps 
agencies apply for funds, 
as one of MHSC’s real suc- 
cesses and hopes that pro- 
gram is expanded. 

In a very outspoken: 
manner, she emphasized, 
“if the Commission can be 
more successful in the 
coordination and the plan- 
ning of social services, | 
would like to see the Com- 
mission continue, but only 
on those basis.” 

Ron Poole, executive 
assistant to Mayor Tom 
Moody, viewed the Com- 
mission. from a_different 
perspective. He described 
it as being in an evolution- 
ary stage. Because it had 
no models, he said, it took. 
quite awhile to establish its 
goals and objectives. But in 
spite of that, progress is 
being made, he said. Poole 
has served on MHSC for lit- 
tle over a year and repres- 
ents the office of the 
mayor.

Cuba Could Be 
Kennedy’s First Test 


Any discussion of presidential 


« politics must begin with a ques- 


tion. How: long will the Carter 
Administration or its successor 
‘be able to hold out against the 
increasing anger and frustration 
of many both in and out govern- 
‘ment who feel the United States 
must assert and protect its 
national interests. in a worid 
where the Soviet Union and its 
third-world almost daily kicks 
sand in Uncle Sam's face? 

It was therefore to be expected 
| that those who fayor a strong mil-: 


nitary posture relative to.what they :. 


perceive as a Soviet menace sup- 
ported by its client states would 
ultimately find an arena within 
which to demand aggressive 
American action. 

Accordingly, Cuba has once — 
again popped up as a major test- 
ing point between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. Dur- 
ing a recent meeting of non- 
aligned nations in Havana, the 


‘American public was greeted with 
news that Russia had introduced 
3,000 combat troops into Cuba. 

To further exacerbate matters, 
Sen. Edward Kennedy during the 
week of these revelations moved 
closer to declaring his interest in 
running for presidency. 

If Senator Kennedy decides to 
challenge President Carter for the 
White House, he will no doubt be 
asked"to explain not only his 
Cuban policy but the Cuban pol- 
icy of his brothers. Seen in this 


. light, the Cuban issue is one the 


administration can perhaps use 
against Kennedy. 

We do not know, for example, 
what Kennedy views are on the 
Missile Crisis and the Bay of Pigs. 
But it may well be in President 
Carter’s interest to force Kennedy 
to take a position on Russian 
involvement in this hemisphere. 
Carter is aware that many Ameri- 
can still ‘blame President 
Kennedy's Administration for 
Castro. 


Fortress America 


From Southeast Asia to the. 
Middie East, from sothern Africa 
to Latin America, American for- 
eign policy, no longer protected 
by superior military power, has 
become sentimental and self- 
effacing. 

What was started at the end of 
the Second World War, the brea- 
kup of imperialism and European 
hegemony, is now being com- 
pleted as third-world countries 
struggle to construct a new eco- 
nomic order’ in which raw- 
materials will effectively compete 
with Western industrial and tech- 
nological productions. 

This breakdown of the oid 
order through guerilla-warfare, 
whose earlier nonviolent stage 
was initiated by Ghandi, culmi- 
nated for the United States in the 
Vietnam debacle. The lessons of 
defeat were painful and unprece- 


It is an unfortunate condition, but 
many whites and blacks stil harbor 
deeply hostile attitudes toward one 
another. This fundamental problem 
has multiplier effect on the negative 


attitudes people have. toward the 
inconveniences. of desegregation. 
We can't wait to desegregate until 
racism is ended, but if we hope to 
conquer the evil effects of segrega- 
tion and discrimination, the issue of 
racism needs attention. 


* Lack of National Leadership 
Little visible national leadership 
has been given todesegregation. Poli- 
ticlans in general sense that desegre- 
gation, at least as expressed in the 
term “busing,” is an issue that is best 
avoided and, if necessary, opposed. 
We are not communicating the mes- 
sage that desegregating our society 
is a moral imperative that deserves 


dented; and Americans re- 
sponded with declarations of 
their good intentions. Once again 
the failure to live in the real worid 
blinds this country's policy- 
makers. 

For acountry unwilling to admit 
its own imperialistic past 3,000

" The benefits of desegregation are 
not immediately obvious.

inconvenienced to obtain these 
benefits. The research on the éduca- 
tional results of desegregation are 
mixed. It is reasonable to conclude 
that where desegregation is carried 
out in a conscientious, sensitive 
manner the educational results are 


* satisfactory. Children aren't hurt by it 


and some are helped. But you can’t 
point with any assurance to major 
education gains for any group solely 
because of desegregation.

Rhode’ s Gaewine Game 


Having just observed his 70th birthday and 
prohibited by law from suGceeding himself at 
the end of his present four year term, Gov.- 
James A. Rhodes’ political future has become 
a source for rife speculations. 

Rhodes, the oldest governor of the 50 states, 

already has the distinction of having served 
longer than any of. his predecessors, and his 
present term doesn’t expire until January 
1982: This means that he is right now a lame 
duck governor. — 
. And it is this fact that gave vent to specula- 
tions about his future. Rhodes, having been in 
public office most of his adult life and consi- 
dered to be enjoying excellent health, it is 
almost inconceivable to imagine a Jim Rhodes 
retiring to the pasture of have beens. 

Some speculators suggest that Rhodes will 
aspire to fulfill his most nagging political 
ambition ... the U.S, Senate. Rhodes, as one of 
his old associates suggests, “has had his eyes 
focused on the U.S. Senate since he was a 
clerk in the Ohio Senate way back in the

Should he choose this political route, he 
would have to go after the seat of Senator 
Howard Metzenbaum, Ohio’s Jr. Democratic 
Senator. Metzanbaum's seat will be up for 
grab in 1982 and he is virtually certain to seek 
reelection, By then Republican Rhodes will 
have reached the age of 73, and itis questiona- 
ble whether he will still retain his burning 
ambition to become a member of the nation's 
most exclusive club. 

Rhodes, the son of a Jackson County coal 
miner, was denied a chance for a senate seat 
in.1970 when he was defeated by former U.S. 
Senator Robert A Taft Jr. in the Republican 
primary election. That was obviously a bitter 
defeat for Rhodes, but four years later, he 
bounced back and recaptured the governor's 
office from Democrat Gov. John J. Gilligan. 
He repeated that feat again in 1978, knocking 
off Democrat Richard Celeste by some 50,000 
votes.

AN AGENDA FOR THE 1 980s 
By VERNON E. JORDAN, JR.. 


Years ago, at the dawn of the 1900, the great 
black scholar and activist W.E.B. DuBois 
wrote that “the problem of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury is the problem of the color line.” 

As our nation enters the 1980s the color line 


is still with us. The challenge of the coming. 


decade is to dismantle the color line that pia- 
ces a Ceiling on black opportunities while re- 
moving the floor from biack security. 

That implies an agenda for action to bring 
about a greater measure of equality for all 
Americans. While blacks and other minorities 
are most in need of major domestic reforms, 
all poor’ people would benefit from them. And 
since fully two-thirds of the poor are white, the 
“black agenda” is also one that crosses racial 
and regional lines. 

The core of the black agenda includes a 
handful of major issues. Prime among them is 
a ‘national full employment policy. 

That takes on added significance as the 
nation slides into still another recession that 
will mean escalating unemployment. Black 
jobless rates are now well ovef double the 
white rates. Current unemployment levels are 
intolerable. for blacks and too high for 
everyone . 

So the coming decade ought to see a 
_ National commitment to decent jobs for all as a

matter of right -- ir the private sector wherever 
possible, in the public sector if industry can’t 
absorb all_of our workers. 

And an indispensable feature of a full 
employment policy has to be a national com- 
mitment to affirmative action. This is neces- 
sary if blacks are to achieve full parity in 
employment and educational opportunities. A 
vigorous affirmative action thrust in the 1980's 
will mean no further need for special affirma- 
tive action efforts by 1990, because its goals 
will have been met. 

In.addition to jobs, the agenda for the 1980s 
includes an income maintenance system to 
replace the rotting welfare system. Current 
welfare reform ve, federally administered 
income maintenance *system free of punitive 
elements and available to all in need. 

Another key item is national youth develop- 
ment program that assures young people, 
especially disadvantaged youth, of the skills, 
schooling and services they need to-partici- 
pate fully in our society. There are nearty ten 
million black and white poor children in Amer- 
ica, and neglect of their needs can only per- 
ipetuate poverty. 

Health isa major part of the agenda, espe- 
cially for black people who have higher inci-

Senate President Oliver Ocasek, Northfield, 
and House Speaker Vern Riffe, New Boston, 
were among the lawmakers offering Rhodes 
hearty congratulations. 

Earlier, Rhodes’ assembled Cabinet direc- 
tor, staff and top deputies in the Cabinet room 
to share his birthday celebration with him. But 
as to his future plans after leaving office, he 
treated his administration leaders just as he 
has the media, let them keep on guessing.

That.elusive goal is nowhere in sight, ‘and it 
should be a major part of an agenda for the 
1980s. A first step toward that goal would be to 
finally eradicate racial discrimination in hous- 
ing through beefing up federal enforcement 
powers. 

The agenda for the 1980s includes other 
items as well, but these are the central issues 
that touch on the lives of all of our people and 
are central to.the future of the nation. ; 

They are issues of pressing importance for 
blacks, who are more likely to be in need of 
jobs, health care, decent housing, and educa- 
tion. But in sheer numbers, more whites would 
benefit from such steps than blacks, just asthe | 
reforms of the 1960s moved far more whites 
than blacks out of poverty and disadvantage.
